LONDON, August 2.—London maintained her calm to the last 
moment tonight. A great crowd assembled around the government 
offices at Whitehall awaiting the decision of the cabinet as to whether 
Great Britain would take part in the war, but when it was found that 
no statement was to be made the crowd melted away, only a few 
groups remaining to discuss whether the cabinet, as some put it, ‘* had 
decided to funk or fight.’’ 

LONDON, August 3.—The decisions of the British cabinet are of 
a comprehensive character. They deal not only with the naval and 
wilitary preparations but with the whole fabric of national eredit and 
food supply.
